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PREFACE. 



l^ g^S^ ^ FEW words, perhaps, are necessary 
■^'-^ -''^ to explain the nature and use of 
this little manual of devotion. It 
is chiefly intended as a help to 



maintaining a serious and even frame of mind, 
with watchfulness, and a patient waiting upon 
God; for which purpose it would be hard to 
desire a more suitable or healthy method than 
that which prevailed in the early ages of the 
Church, and is still preserved in the pious ob- 
servances of many branches of the Catholic Body, 
viz. the observance of the seven stated hours of 
daily devotion. 

We have the example of David for the stated 
observance of so many distinct seasons of holy 
prayer and praise (Ps. cxix. 164) : the practice 
of the Apostles sanctions the solemn observance 
of the third, sixth, and ninth hours (Acts ii. 12- 



; s. 9 ; iii. I ; X, 2-4) ; and it is clear that from 

ry early timee the Catholic Churchy in obedi- 

ce to the apostolic precept, " to pray without 

asing" (1 Theas. v. 17 ; Eph. vi. la), used t> 

set apart seven distinct portions of the day for 

the golemn sacrifice of prayer and praise,* > 

enjoined their strict observance on the piety and 

faithfulness of her children. (Const. Apost. i 

34.)

Of iaea 
timable advantage, then, is it, in order to eccur 
r allegiance to God, and disenchant ourselve 
Irom the loo great charm of earthly things, t

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we may withdraw from the busy scene around 
us, and retire for a while within the veil. Good 
men, much engaged in this world's multifarious 
concerns, have ever practised themselves in mental 
ejaculations, such as may carry them above and 
beyond the hurry of daily life. This is the prin- 
ciple embodied in this book of devotional exer- 
cises. Few are so busy but they may find leisure 
for such religious practice as it suggests. Many 
have all the day at their disposal ; a great gift, 
truly, but attended with great responsibilities: 
and, surely, it would be to all a great safeguard 
against so heavy a sin as that of misspending 
time, to have secured seven small portions of 
each day from the world, and offered them to 
God; an offering, we may trust, no less welcome 
to Him than was of old the ^' morning incense 
and evening sacrifice.'^ 

At the same time, those who strive to realise 
unseen things, and abstract themselves more and 
more from the things which now are, and shall 
vanish away,— such, without at all compromising 
their duties as men living in the world, will, it 
is hoped, find herein a salutary and well-devised 
form of daily religious exercises. 

The whole, it may be well to say, is a transla- 
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tion from the Daily Hours of the Roman Breviary . 
This need occasion scruples to no one in making 
use of it, as any one at all acquainted with our 
Anglican Liturgy well knows how much it pos- 
sesses in common with the Roman ritual. And, 
besides, care has been taken to leave out all col- 
lects, and hymns, and invocatory addresses, which 
might seem to be at variance with what is truly 
primitive and catholic. 

In the use of such devotions, it must prove a 
source of satisfaction to feel, that, however re- 
tired and apart from others we may be, yet we 
are at the same time, and with a oneness of heart 
and spirit, offering the same prayers, and chant- 
ing the same psalms, which are heard daily, in 
secret or public, from the lips of many throughout 
the wide region of Christ's holy Catholic Church.
